Citations and explanations 

The present application deals with a film feed mechanism 
for the intermittent transport of a film in a motion- 
picture camera. 

Each of the citations US-A-3 791 566, US-A-4 003 647, 
US-A-3 774 828 and US-A-3 524 573 can be regarded as the 
closest prior art, which is rendered in the preamble of 
independent claim 1 . A film feed mechanism which comprises 
a transport claw and a transport mechanism is known from 
the prior art. The transport claw consists of a transport 
claw sprocket having at least one transport claw tip at one 
end. 

The problem addressed by the application in relation to 
that prior art is that of obtaining a film feed mechanism 
in which the inevitable deformation of the transport claw 
tips due to the mass forces developing thereon as a 
function of the film transport speed is compensated and the 
exact length of travel is thereby maintained, thus ensuring 
a constant length of travel over the entire image frequency 
range of the motion-picture camera during a film transport 
step of the transport claw. This problem is solved by 
varying the kinematics of the transport claw in accordance 
with the film transport speed. Neither this problem nor 
the solution is known or derivable from the prior art. 
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The features of dependent claims 2 to 15 are directed to 
advantageous embodiments of the device as per claim 1. 

The criteria of PCT Article 33(2) and (3) can therefore be 
regarded as satisfied.
